S.R. O. No. 455/2011.— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the Explanation to sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Inland Vessels Act, 1917 
(Central Act 1 of 1917), the Government of Kerala hereby specify the following 
zone as fair weather and foul weather limits of Cochin Port area, for the purpose 
of said Act, namely:— 

(i) For fair weather limits of Cochin Port area, the zone for Inland Vessels 
as referred to in sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Inland Vessels Act, 1917 
(Central Act 1 of 1917), shall be the inland water up to the limits of Cochin Port 
as declared by Central Government under Section 5 of the Indian Ports Act, 
1908 (Central Act 15 of 1908) and clause (q) of section 2 of the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) and 

(ii) For foul weather limits of Cochin Port area, the zone for Inland Vessels 
as referred to in sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Inland Vessels Act, 1917 
(Central Act 1 of 1917) shall be the Inland water up to Vypin Gutt.

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Explanatory Note 

(This does not form part of the Notification, but is intended to indicate its 
general purport.) 

As per Explanation to sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Inland Vessels Act, 
1917 (Central Act 1 of 1917) the State Government may, depending on the 
maximum significant wave height criteria specify the ‘zone’ for Inland Vessels as 
referred to in sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Inland Vessels Act, 1917 (Central 
Act 1 of 1917). 

This notification is intended to achieve the above object.
